Beloved, ye hear in this Gospel the words of our Saviour Christ, that he com- 
manded the children to be brought unto him ; how he blamed those that would have 
kept them from him ; how he exhorted all men to follow their innocency. Ye per- 
ceive how by his outward gesture and deed he declared his good will toward them ; 
for he embraced them in his arms, he laid his hands upon them, and blessed them. 
Doubt ye not therefore, but earnestly believe, that he hath likewise favourably re- 
ceived this present Infant ; that he hath embraced him with the arms of his mercy ; 
and (as he hath promised in his holy Word) will ^ve unto him the blessing of eternal 
life, and make him partaker of his everlasting kingdom. Wherefore, we being thus 
persuaded of the good will of our heavenly Father, declared by his Son Jesus Christ, 
towards this Infant, let us faithfully and devoutly give thanks unto him, and say 
the Prayer which the Lord himself taught us.

YEARS. 

CLXXV. Exhortation to the Congregation in behalf of the 
Candidates for Baptism, 

Dearly beloved, forasmuch as all men are conceived and bom in sin, (and that 
which is born of the flesh is flesh,) and they that are in the flesh cannot please G(^, 
but live in sin, committing many actual transgressions ; and that our Saviour Christ 
saith. None can enter into the kingdom of God, except he be regenerate and born 
anew of Water and of the Holy Ghost ; 1 beseech you to call upon God the Father, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, that of his bounteous goodness he will grant to these 
persons that which by nature they cannot have ; that they may be baptized with 
Water and the Holy Ghost, and received into Christ’s holy Church, and be made 
lively members of the same. 

CLXXVI. The Gospel from St, John iii. 1. and the Exhor- 
tation founded on the Gospel, 

There was a man of the Pharisees, named Hicodemus, a ruler of the Jews. The same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him, Babbi, we know that thou art a teacher come

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from Ood ; for no man can do the»e miraelet that thou doest, except God be with him. 
Jesue answered and said unto Atm, Verily^ verily I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom of ^d. Nicodemus saith unto him. How can a 
man be born when he is old t Can he enter the second time into his mother's womb, and 
be born t Jesus answered. Verily, verily I say unto thee. Except a man be born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh ; and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said 
unto thee, Ye must be born again. The wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof; but canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth : 
so is every one that is born of the Spirit. 

Beloved, ye hear in this Gospel the express words of our Saviour Christ, that ex- 
cept a man be bom of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God. Whereby ye^may perceive the great necessity of this Sacrament, where it 
may be had. Likewise, immediately before his ascension into heaven, (as we read 
in the last Chapter of Saint Mark’s Gospel,) he gave command to his disciples, say- 
ing, Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel to every creature. He that be- 
lieveth, and is baptized, shall be saved; but he that believeih not, shall be damned. 
Which also sheweth unto us the great benefit we reap thereby. For which cause 
Saint Peter the Apostle, when upon his first preaching of the Gospel many were 
pricked at the heart, and said to him and the rest of the Apostles, Men and bre- 
thren, what shall we do 7 he replied and said unto them. Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. For the promise is to you and your children, and to all that are afar 
ofl[; even as many as the Lord our God shall call. And with many other words ex- 
horted he them, saying. Save yourselves from this untoward generation. For (as 
the same Apostle testifieth in another place) even Baptism doth also now save us, 
(not the putting away of the filth of the flesh, but the answer of a good conscience 
towards God,) by the resurrection of Jesus Christ, Doubt ye not therefore, but 
earnestly believe, that he will favourably receive these present persons, truly re- 
penting, and coming unto him by faith *, that he will grant them remission of their 
sins, and bestow upon them the Holy Ghost ; that he wiD give them the blessing of 
eternal life, and make them partakers of his everlasting kingdom. 

Wherefore we being thus persuaded of the good will of our heavenly Father to- 
wards these persons, declared by his Son Jesus Christ ; let us faithfully and devoutly 
give thanks to him. 


CLXXVII. The Minister's particular Address to the Persons 
to he Baptized* 


Well-beloved, who are come hither desiring to receive holy Baptism, ye have 
heard how the congregation hath prayed, that our Lord Jesus Christ would vouch- 
safe to receive you and bless you, to release you of your sins, to give you the 
kingdom of heaven, and everlasting life. Ye have heard also, that our Lord Jesus 
Christ hath promised in his holy Word to grant all those things that we have prayed 
for; which promise he, for his part, will most surely keep and perform. 

Wherefore, after this promise made by Christ, ye must also faithfully, for your 
part, promise in the presence of these your witnesses, and this whole congregation, 
that ye will renounce the devil and all his works, and constantly believe God’s holy 
Word, and obediently keep his commandments.

And as for you, who have now by Baptism put on Christ, it is your part and 
duty also, being made the children of God and of the light, by faith in Jesus Christ, 
to walk answerably to your Christian calling, and as becometh the children of light; 
remembering always that Baptism representeth unto us our profession ; which is, 
to follow the example of our Saviour Christ, and to be made like unto him; that 
as he died, and rose again for us; so should we, who are baptized, die from sin, 
and rise again unto righteousness ; continually mortifying all our evil and corrupt 
aHectious, and daily proceeding in all virtue and godliness of living.

— See also, the account of Gehazi, 
2 Kings V, 20 to 27. and Matt. vi. 19 to 24. Rom, 
vii. 8. 2 Pet. ii. 15. — Mark vii. 21, 22. 

13. That ye study to be quiet, and to do your 
own business, and to work with your own hands, 
as we commanded you ; that ye may walk honestly 
toward them that are without, and that ye may have 
lack of nothing. 1 Thess.iv. 11, 12. Provide things 
honest in the sight of all men. Rom. xii. 17. If 
any provide not for his own, and specially for those 
of his own house, he hath denied the faith, and is 
worse than an infidel. 1 Tim. v. 8. After these things 
Paul departed from Athens, and came to Corinth ; 
and found a certain Jew named Aquila, bom in 
Pontus. And because he was of the same craft, he 
abode with them, and wrought : for by their oc- 
cupation they were tent-makers. Acts xviii. 1, 2, 3. 
Neither did we eat any man’s bread for nought ; 
but wrought with labour and travail night and day, 
that we might not be chargeable to any of you ; not 
because we have not power, but to make ourselves 
an ensample unto you to follow us. For even when 
we were with you, this we commanded you, that if 
any would not work, neither should he eat. Now 
them that are such w^e comniand and exhort by our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that with quietness they work 
and eat their own bread. 2 Thess. iii. 8, 9, 10. 12. 
The soul of the sluggard desireth, and hath nothing: 
but the soul of the diligent shall be made fat. Prov. 
xiii. 4. 1 went by the field of the slothful, and by 

the vineyard of the man void of understanding; and, 
lo, it was all grown over with thorns, and nettles 
had covered the face thereof, and the stone wall 
thereof was broken down. Then I saw, and consi- 
dered it well ; 1 looked upon it, and received in- 
struction. Yet a little sleep, a little slumber, a little 
folding of the hands to sleep : so shall thy poverty 
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come as one that travelleth ; and thy want as an 
armed man. Proc. xxiv. 30 to 34. Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy might ; for there 
is no work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wis- 
dom, in the grave, whither thou goest. Eccl. ix* 10. 
Seekest thou great things for thyself? seek them 
not. Jer, xlv. 5. Godliness with contentment is great 
gain. For we brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain we can carry nothing out. And having 
food and raiment let us be therewith content. But 
they that will be rich fall into temptation and a 
snare, and into many foolish and hurt&l lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and perdition. For the 
love of money is the root of all evil : which while 
some coveted after, they have erred from the faith, 
and pierced themselves through with many sorrows. 
1 Tim, vi. 6 to 10. Peter saith to Jesus, Lord, and 
what shall this man do ? Jesus saith unto him, If I 
will that he tarry till I come, what is that to thee ? 
follow thou me. John xxi. 21, 22. Let every man 
abide in the same calling wherein he was called. 
Art thou called being a servant ? care not for it : 
but if thou mayest be made free, use it rather. For 
he that is called in the Lord, being a servant, is the 
Lord’s free man : likewise also he that is called, 
being free, is Christ’s servant. 1 Cor, vii. 20, 21, 22. 
Whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things are 
just, whatsoever things are of good report, think on 
these things. Phil. iv. 8. Let us hear the conclu- 
sion of the whole matter : Fear God, and keep his 
commandments ; for this is the whole duty of man.

without blemish. So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies.

So ought men to love their wives as their own bodies : he that loveth his wife, loveth 
himself. For no man ever yet hated his own flesh, hut nourisheth and cherisheth it, even 
as the Lord the Church: for we are rnembers of his body, of his flesh, and of his bones. 
For this cause shall a man leave his father and mother, and shall be joined unto his wife ; 
and they two shall he one flesh. This is a great mystery ; but I speak concerning Christ 
and the Church, Nevertheless, lei every one of you in particular so love his wife, even 
as himself. Eph. v. 25 /o 33. 

3. Likewise, the same Saint Paul, writing to the Colossians, speaketh thus to all 
men that are married : Husbands, love your wives, and be nut bitter against them. 
Col. iii. 19. 

4 . Hear also what Saint Peter, the Apostle of Christ, who was himself a married 
man, saith unto them that are married ; Ye husbands, dwell with your wives according 
to knowledge, giving honour unto the wife, as unto the weaker vessel, and as being heirs 
together of the grace of life, that your prayers he not hindered. 1 Pet. iii. 7. 

5. Hillftrto ye have heard the duty of the husband toward the wife. Now like- 
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wile, ye wives, hear and learn your duties toward your husbands, even as it is 
plainly set forth in holy Scripture. 

6. I^int Paul, in the aforenamed Epistle to the Ephesians, teacheth you thus ; 
Wivttf tubmit ffourtelves unto your own husbands^ at unto the Lord. For the husband 
it the head of the wife, even at Chriet it the head of the Church : and he it the Saviour 
of the body. Therefore at the Church it subject unto Christ, so let the wives be to their 
eisfi husbands <» every thing. And again he salth, Let the wife tee thai the reverence her 
husband. Eph. v. 22, 25, 24. And in his Epistle to the Colossians, Saint Paul giveth 
you this short lesson : Wives, tubmit yourselves unto your own husbands, at it it fit in 
the Lord. Col. iii. 18. 

7. Saint Peter also doth instruct you very well, thus saying, Ye wives, be in subjec- 
tion to your own husbande; that if any obey not the word, they also may without the 
word be won by the conversation of the wives ; while they behold your chaste conversa- 
tion coupled with fear. Whose adorning let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of apparel; but let it be the hidden 
man of the heart, in that which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of Ood of great price. For after this manner in the old time 
the holy women also, who trusted in God, adorned themselves, being in subjection unto 
their own husbands : even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling him lord; whose daugh- 
ters ye are as long as ye do well, and are not afraid with any amazement. 1 Pet. iii. 
1. 3 to 6.

All 
things are put under him, it is manifest that he is excepted which did put all things 
under him. And when all things shall be subdued unto him, then shall the Son also him- 
self be subject unto him that put all things under him, that God may be all in all. Else 
what shall they do which are baptized for the dead, if the dead rise not at all t Why are 
they then baptized for the dead ? And why stand we in jeopardy every hour f I protest 
by your rejoicing which I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If after the man- 
ner of men I have fought with beasts at Ephesus, what adx'antageth it me if the dead rise 
noit Let us eat and drink, for to morrow we die. Be not deceived; evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners. Awake to righteousness, and sin not; for some have not 
the knowledge of God: I speak this to your shame. But some man wilt say. How are 
the dead raised up? and with what body do they come? Thou fool, that which thou 
snwest is not quickened except it die. And that which thou sowest, thou sowest not that 
body that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of some other grain. But 
God giveth it a body, as it hath pleased him, and to every seed his own body. Allfiesh is 
not the same flesh, but there is one kind of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, another 
of fishes, and another of birds. There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial ; but 
the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is another. There is one 
glory of the sun, and another glory of the moon, and another glory of the stars; for one 
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star differeth from another star in glory. So alto is the resurrection of the dead : It is 
sown in corruption ; it is raised in incorruption : It is sown in dishonour ; it is raised in 
glory : It is sown in weakness ; it is raised in power : It is sown a natural body ; it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is a natural body, and there it a spiritual body And 
so it is written, The first man Adam was made a living soul, the last Adam was 
made a quickening spirit. Howbeit, that was not first which is spiritual; but that 
which is natural, and afterward that which is spiritual. The first man is of the earth, 
earthy : the second man is the Lord from heaven. At is the earthy, such are they that 
are earthy: and as is the heavenly, such are they also that are heavenly. And as we 
have borne the imaye of the earthy, we shall also bear ike image of the heavenly. Now 
this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God: neither 
doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, I shew you a mystery: We shall not all 
sleep, but toe shall be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump: {for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and 
we shall be changed.) For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. So when this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written. Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, where is thy sting i O grace, 
where is thy victory ? The sting of death is sin, and the strength of sin is the law. But 
thanks be to God which giveth us the victory, through our Lord Jesus Christ.

• THE PREFACE. 

It is evident unto all men, diligently reading holy Scripture and ancient Author.s, 
that from the Apostles’ time there have been these Orders of Ministers in Christ’s 
Church ; Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. W’hich Oflices were evermore had in such 
jeverend estimation, that no man might presume to execute any of them, except he 
were first called, tried, examined, and known to have such Qualities as are requisite 
for the same; and also by Public Prayer, with im|K)sition of Hands, were approved 
and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. And therefore, to the intent that 
these Order.s may be continued, and re’ erently used and esteemed in tl»e Church of 
England ; no Man shall be accounted or taken to be a law’ful Bishop, Priest, or Deacon 
in the Church of England ; or suflTered to execute any of the said Functions, except 
he be called, tried, examined, and admitted thereunto, according to the Form here- 
after following, or hath had formerly Episcopal Consecration or Ordination. 

And none shall be admitted a Deacon, except he be Twenty three Years of age, 
unless he have a Faculty. And every man which is to be admitted a Priest, shall 
1)0 full Four and- Twenty Years old. And every man which is to be ordained or 
consecrated Bishop, shall be full Thirty Years of age. 

And the Bishop knowing, either by bin. self, or by suIBcient Testimony, any Person 
to be a Man of virtuous Conversation, and without Crime; and, after Examination 
and Trial, finding him learned in the Latin Tongue, and sufiiciently instructed in 
holy Scripture, may at the times appointed in the Canon, or else, on urgent Occa- 
sion, upon some other Sunday or Holy-day, in the face of the Chturch, admit him a 
Deacon, in such Manner and Form as hereafter followeth.

CCLIX. The Presentation of the Candidates for the Office of 
Priest to the Bishopy his answer y and address to the congre^ 
gation. Nearly the same as CCLL 

1. Reverend Father in God, I present unto you these person^ present, to be ad- 
mitted to the Order of Priesthood. 

2. Take heed that the persons, whom ye present unto us, be apt and meet, for 
their learning and godly conversation, to exercise their Ministry duly, to the honour 
of God, and the edifying of his Church, 

3. I have enquired of them, and also examined them, and think them so to be. 

4. Good people, these are they, whom we purpose, God willing, to receive this Day 
into the holy Oflice of Priesthood : for after due examination, we find not to the con- 
trary, but that they be lawfully called to their Function and Ministry, and that they 
be persons meet for the same. But yet if there be any of you, who i^oweth any 
Impediment, or notable Crime in any of them, for the which he ought not to be re- 
ceived into this holy Ministry, let him come forth in the Name of God, and shew 
what the Crime or Impediment is. 

1, 2, 3, 4. Ye shall be named the Priests cf the 
Lord. Isa. Ixi. 6. Let thy Priests be clothed with 
righteousness. I will clothe her Priests with sal- 
vation. Psal. cxxxii. 8. 16. The Priest’s lips 
should keep knowledge.

The Epistle. Ephes. iv. 7 to15. — Unto every one of,us is given grace according to the 
measure of the gift of Christ. Wherefore he saith, When he ascended up on high, he led 
captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men, {Now that he ascended, what is it, but that 
he also descended first into the lower parts of the earth t He that descended is the tame 
alto that ascended up far above all heavens, that he might fill all things.) And he gave 
tome. Apostles; and tome. Prophets; and tome, Evangelists; and some. Pastors and 
Teachers ; for the perfecting of the Saints, for the work of the Ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ: till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ. 

After this shall be read, for the Gospel, part of the ninth Chapter of Saint Matthew 
as followeth. — Matt. ix. 36, 37, 38, — When Jesus saw the multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion on them, because they fainted, and were scattered abroad, as sheep 
having no shepherd. Then saith he unto his disciples. The harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the labourers are few : Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest. 

Or else this that followeth out of the tenth Chapter of Saint John. — John x. 1 to 16. 
— Ferity, verily, / say unto you. He that enterelh not by the door into the sheepfold, but 
climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and a robber. But he that enterelh in by 
the door is the shepherd of the sheep. To him the porter openeih ; and the sheep hear his 
voice : and he calleth his own sheep by name, and leadeth tt^em out. A nd when he 
pnttelh forth his own sheep, he goeth before them, and the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice. And a stranger will they not follow, but will flee from him : for they 
know not the voice of strangers. This parable spake Jesus unto them: but they un- 
derstood not what things they were which he spake unto them. Then said Jesus 
unto them again, Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the door of the sheep. All, that 
ever came before me, are thieves and robbers : but the sheep did not hear them. I am the 
door : by me if any man enter in, he shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and find 
pasture. The thief cometh not. but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy : I am come, 
that they might have life, and that they might hare it more abundantly. 1 am the good 
Shepherd : the good Shepherd giveih his life for the sheep. But he that is an hireling, 
and not the shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth : and the wolf cntcheih them, and scattereth the sheep : The hireling 
fteeth, because he is an hireling, and carelh not for the sheep. J am Ihe good Shepherd, 
and know my sheep, and am known of mine. As the Father knoweth me, even so know 
I the Father: and I lay down my life for the sheep. And other sheep J hare which are 
not of this fold : them also I must bring ; and they shall hear my voice: and there shall 
be one fold, and one Shepherd.

V. 20. We are labourers together with God : ye are 
God’s husbandry, ye are God’s building. Accord- 
ing to the grace of God which is given unto me, as 
a wise master-builder, I have laid the foundation, 
and another buildeth thereon. But let every man 
take heed how he buildeth thereupon. For other 
foundation can no man lay than that is laid, which 
is Jesus Christ. Now if any man build upon this 
foundation gold, silver, precious stones, wood, hay, 
stubble, every man’s work shall be made manifest : 
for the day shall declare it, because it shall be re- 
vealed by fire ; and the fire shall try every man’s 
work of what sort it is. If any man’s work abide 
which he hath built thereupon, he shall receive a 
reward. If any man’s work shall be burned, he 
shall suffer loss : but he himself shall be saved ; yet 
so as by fire. 1 Cor, iii. 9 to 15. Therefore seeing 
we have this ministry, we faint not. But we have 
this treasure in earthen vessels, that the excellency 
of the power may be of God, and not of us. We are 
troubled on every side, yet not distressed ; we are 
perplexed, but not in despair ; persecuted, but not 
forsaken ; cast down, but not destroyed ; always bear- 
ing about in the body the dying of the Lord Jesus, 
that the life also of Jesus might be made manifest 
in our body. For we which live are alway delivered 
unto death for Jesus’ sake, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made manifest in our mortal flesh. 2 Cor, 
iv. 1. 7 <0 11. Thanks be unto God which always 
causeth us to triumph in Christ, and maketh mani- 
fest the savour of his knowledge by us in every 
place. For we are unto God a sweet savour of 
Christ, in them that are saved, and in them that* 
perish : to the one we are the savour of death unto 
death ; and to the other the savour of life unto life. 
And who is sufficient for these things ? 2 Cor, ii. 
14, 15, 16. Say to Archippus, Take heed to the 
ministry which thou hast received in the Lord, that 
thou fulfil it.

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approved unto God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed. 2 Tim. ii. 15. I thank Christ Jesus 
our Lord, who hath enabled me, for that he counted 
me faithful, putting me into the ministry. 1 Tim. i. 
12. By the grace of God I am what 1 am : and his 
grace which was bestowed upon me was not in 
vain ; but I laboured more abundantly than they 
all : yet not I, but the grace of God which was with 
me. 1 Cor. xv. 10. I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly ; so hght I, not as one that beateth the air : 
but I keep under my body, and bring it into sub- 
jection : lest that by any means, when I have preach- 
ed to others, I myself should be a castaway.

As we were allowed of God to be put 
in trust with the gospel, even so we speak ; not as 
pleasing men, but God, which trieth our hearts.

A Bishop then must be blameless, the husband of one 
wife, vigilant, sol>er, of good behaviour, given to hospitality, apt to teach ; not given to 
wine, no striker, not greedy of filthy lucre, but patient ; not a brawler, not covetous ; one 
that ruleth well his own house, having his children in subjection with all gravity ; {For 
if a man know not how to rule his own house, how shall he take care of the church of 
Ood?) Not a novice, lest being lifted up with pride, he fall into the condemnation of the 
devil. Moreover, he must have a good report of them which are without : lest he fall 
into reproach, and the snare of the devil. 

Or this. — For the Epistle. — Acts xx. 17/0 35. — From Miletus Paul sent to Ephesus, 
and called the elders of the church. And when they were come to him, he said unto them^ 
Ye know from the first day that I came into Asia, after what manner I hare been with 
you at all seasons, serving the Lord with all humility of mind, and with many tears and 
temptations, which be f el me by the lying in wait of the Jews: And how 1 kept back 
nothing that was profitable unto you, but have shewed you, and have taught you pub- 
licly, and from house to house, testifying both to the Jews and also to the Greeks, repent- 
ance toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ.

For I know 
this, that after my departing shall grievous wolves enter in among you, not sparing the 
flock. Also of your ownselves slsall men arise, speaking perverse things, to draw away 
disciples after them. Therefore watch, and remember, that by the space of three years, 

I ceased not to warn every one night and day with tears. And now, brethren, 1 com- 
mend you to God, and to the word of his grace, which is able to build you up, and to 
give you an inheritance among all them which are sanctified. I have coveted no man's 
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silver, or gold, or apparel : yea, ye yourselves know, that these hands have ministered 
unto my necessities, and to them that were with me. I have showed you all things, how 
that so labouring ye ought to support the weak ; and to remember the words of the Lord 
Jesus, how he said. It is more blessed to give than to receive.

Now Korah, the son of Izhar, the son of 
Kohath, the son of Levi, and Dathan and Abiram, 
the sons of Eliab, and On, the son of Peleth, sons 
of Reuben, took men : and they rose up before 
Moses, with certain of the children of Israel, two 
hundred and fifty princes of the assembly, famous 
in the congregation, men of renown ; and they 
gathered themselves together against Moses and 
against Aaron, and said unto them. Ye take too 
much upon you, seeing all the congregation are 
holy, every one of them, and the Lord is among 
them : wherefore then lift ye up yourselves above 
the congregation of the Lord ? And when Moses 
heard it, he fell upon his face : and he spake unto 
Korah and unto all his company, saying. Even to- 
morrow the Lord will shew who are his, and who 
is holy; and will cause him to come near unto him: 
even him whom he hath chosen will he cause to 
come near unto him. This do ; Take you censers, 
Korah, and all his company ; and put fire therein,

Our 
Lord Jesus Christ died for us. 1 Thess, v. 9, 10. 
I lay down my life, that I might take it again. 
No man taketh it from me, but I lay it down of 
myself. I have power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. John x. 17, 18. When the 
even was come, there came a rich man of Arima- 
thea, named Joseph, who also himself was Jesus’ 
disciple : he went to Pilate, and begged the body 
of Jesus.

David speaketh concerning him, 
I foresaw the Lord always before my face, for he 
is on my right hand, that I should not be moved : 
therefore did my heart rejoice, and my tongue was 
glad ; moreover also my flesh shall rest in hope : 
because thou wilt not leave my soul in hell, neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see corruption. 
David being a prophet, and knowing that God had 
sworn with an oath to him, that of the fruit of his 
loins, according to the flesh, he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne ; he seeing this before 
spake of the resurrection of Christ, that his soul 
was not left in hell, neither his flesh did see corrup- 
tion. Acts ii. 25, 26, 27. 29, 30, 31. Now that he 
ascended, what is it but that he also descended first 
into the lower parts of the earth? He that descend- 
ed is the same also that ascended up far above all 
heavens, that he might fill all things. Eph. iv. 9, 10. 
Jesus said unto him. Verily I say unto thee, To day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise, Luke xxiii, 43. 

CCCV. Article IV, Of the Resurrection of Christ. 

1. Christ rose again the third day according to 
the Scriptures. 1 Cor. xv. 3, 4. He is not here : 
for he is risen, as he said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay. Matt, xxviii. 6. Now when 
Jesus was risen early the first day of the week, he 
appeared first to Mary Magdalene.

This is now the third time that Jesus shewed him- 
self to his disciples, after that he was risen from the 
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dead. John xxi. 14. Him God raised up the third 
day, and shewed him openly ; not to all the people, 
but unto witnesses chosen before of God, even to 
us, who did eat and drink with him after he rose 
from the dead. Acts x. 40, 41. To whom also he 
shewed himself alive after his passion by many in- 
fSallible proofs, being seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God. Acts i. 3. To this end Christ both died, and 
rose, and revived, that he might be Lord both of 
the dead and living. Rom, xiv. 9. Blessed be the 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
according to his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead. 1 Pet, i. 3. Who was deli- 
vered for our offences, and was raised again for our 
justification.

For as many as are of 
the works of the law are under the curse : for it is 
written, Cursed is every one that continueth not in 
all things which are written in the book of the law 
to do them. GaL\\\» 11, 12. 10. Knowing that 
a man is not justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we have be- 
lieved in Jesus Christ, that we might be justified 
by the faith of Christ, and not by the works of the 
law : for by the works of the law shall no flesh be 
justified. GalAi, 16. They being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to establish their 
own righteousness, have not submitted themselves 
unto the righteousness of God. For Christ is the 
end of the law for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. Rom, x. 3, 4. What saith the Scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was counted unto 
him for righteousness. Now to him that worketh 
is the reward not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 
But to him that worketh not, but believeth on him 
that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. Rom, iv. 3, 4, 5. Abraham believed 
God, and it was accounted to him for righteousness. 
Know ye therefore that they which are of faith, the 
same are the children of Abraham. And the Scrip- 
ture, foreseeing that God would justify the heathen 
through faith, preached before the Gospel unto 
Abraham, saying. In thee shall all nations be bless- 
ed. So then they which be of faith are bless- 
ed with faithful Abraham. Gal, iii. 6 to 9. Not 
by works of righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved us ; that being 
justified by his grace, we should be made heirs ac- 
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cording to the hope of eternal life. Tiius iii. 5. 7. 
Where is boasting then ? it is excluded. By what 
law ? of works ? Nay : but by the law of faith. 
Therefore we conclude that a man is justified by 
faith without the deeds of the law.

Tim. iv. 1 , 2, 3. Be not soon shaken in mind, or 
be troubled. Let no man deceive you by any means. 
For the mystery of iniquity doth already work : 
even him, whose coming is after the working of 
Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, 
and with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in 
them that perish ; because they received not the love 
of the truth, that they might be saved. 2 Thess, ii. 
2, 3. 7. 9, 10. Many false prophets shall rise and 
shall deceive many. And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax cold. Matt. 
xxiv. 11, 12. I charge thee therefore before God, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the quick 
and the dead at his appearing and his kingdom, 
preach the word ; be instant in season, out of season ; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine. For the time will come when they will not 
endure sound doctrine ; but after their own lusts shall 
they heap to themselves teachers, having itching 
ears ; and they shall turn away their ears from the 
truth, and shall be turned unto fables. But watch 
thou in all things, do the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy ministry. 2 Tim, iv. { to 5, 

CCCXXI. Article XX. Of the Authority of the 
Church. 

1. Let all things be done unto edifying. Let 
all things be done decently and in order. 1 Cor. 
xiv. 26. 40. For this cause left 1 thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the things that are 
wanting. Titus i. 5. The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, and upon all such 
as joined themselves unto them, so as it should not 
fail, that they would keep these two days according 
to their writing, and according to their appointed 
time every year; and that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every generation. 
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every family, every province, and every city ; and 
that these days of Purim should not fail from among 
the Jews, nor the memorial of them perish from their 
seed. JEstk. ix. 27, 28. And it was at Jerusalem 
the feast of the dedication*, and it was winter. And 
Jesus walked in the temple in Solomon’s porch. 
Jo/m X. 22, 23. There rose up certain of the sect 
of the Pharisees which believed, saying, That it was 
needful to circumcise them, and to command them to 
keep the law of Moses. And the apostles and elders 
came together for to consider of this matter. Then 
pleased it the apostles and elders, with the whole 
Church, to send chosen men of their own company 
to Antioch with Paul and Barnabas ; namely, Ju- 
das surnamed Barsabas, and Silas, chief men among 
the brethren : and they wrote letters by them after 
this manner ; The apostles and elders and brethren 
send greeting unto the brethren which are of the 
Gentiles in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia. For- 
asmuch as we have heard, that certain which went 
out from us have troubled you with words, saying 
Ye must be circumcised, and keep the law : to whom 
we gave no such commandment : it seemed good 
unto us, being assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our beloved Barnabas 
and Paul. We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, 
who shall also tell you the same things by mouth. 
For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and to us, 
to lay upon you no greater burden than these neces- 
sary things ; That ye abstain from meats offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from things strangled, 
and from fornication : from which if ye keep your- 
selves, ye shall do well. Acts xv. 5, 6. 22 to 25. 
27, 28, 29. As they went through the cities, they 
delivered them the decrees for to keep, that were 
ordained of the apostles and elders which were at 
Jerusalem. And so were the churches established in 
the faith, and increased in number daily. Acts xvi. 
4, 5. As I besought thee to abide still at Ephesus,

when I went into Macedonia, that thou mightest 
charge some that they teach no other doctrine. 1 
Tim» i. 3. There are many unruly and vain talkers 
and deceivers, specially they of the circumcision : 
whose mouths must be stopped. Titus i. 10, 11. 
A man that is an heretic after the first and second 
admonition reject. Titus in, 10, Now I beseech 
you, brethren, mark them which cause divisions 
and offences contrary to the doctrine which ye have 
learned ; and avoid them. For they that are such 
serve not our Lord Jesus Christ, but their own 
belly. Rom, xvi. 17, 18. Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have commanded you : 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world. Matt, xxviii. 20. Obey them that have 
the rule over you, and submit yourselves : for they 
watch for your souls, as they that must give ac- 
count. Heh, xiii. 17. 

2. To the law and to the testimony : if they 
speak not according to this word, it is because there 
is no light in them, Isa* viii. 20. What thing so- 
ever I command you, observe to do it : thou shall 
not add thereto, nor diminish from it. Deut, xii. 
32. He said unto them, Why do ye transgress the 
commandment of God by your tradition ? for God 
commanded, saying. Honour thy father and mother : 
but ye say, Whosoever shall say to his father or his 
mother. It is a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest 
be profited by me; and honour not his father or his 
mother, he shall be free. Thus have ye made the 
commandment of God of none effect by your tra- 
dition. But in vain do they worship me, teaching 
for doctrines the commandments of men. Matt, xv. 
3 to 6. 9. If any man speak, let him speak as the 
oracles of God ; if any man minister, let him do it 
as of the ability which God giveth ; that God in 
all things may be glorified through Christ Jesus. 

1 Pet, iv. 11. Having then gifts differing accord- 
ing to the grace that is given to us, whether pro- 
phecy, let us prophesy according to the proportion 
of faith ; or ministry, let us wait on our minister- 
ing ; or he that teacheth, on teaching : or he that 
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exhorteth, on exhortation. Rom. xii. 6, 7, 8. Which 
things also we speak, comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual. 1 Cor. ii. 13. Hold fast the form 
of sound words, which thou hast heard of me, in 
faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. 2 Tim. i. 
13. Prove all things; hold fast that which is good. 
1 These, v. 21. Let God be true, but every man 
a liar. What advantage then hath the Jew ? Much 
every way : chiefly, because that unto them were 
committed the oracles of God. Rom, iii. 4. 1, 2. 
These things write I unto thee, hoping to come 
unto thee shortly : but if 1 tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to behave thyself 
in the house of God, which is the Church of the 
living God, the pillar and ground of the truth. 1 
Tim, iii. 14, 15. Peter and John answered and said 
unto them. Whether it be right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you more than unto God, judge 
ye. For we cannot but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard. Acts iv. 19, 20. I speak 
after the manner of men; Though it be but aman^s 
covenant, yet if it be confirmed, no man disannul!- 
eth, or added thereto. Gal. iii. 15. But though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach any other Gospel 
unto you than that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed. As we said before, so 
say I now again, If any man preach any other Gos- 
pel unto you than that ye have received, let him 
be accursed. Gal. i. 8, 9. 

CCCXXII. Article XXI. Of the Authority of General 
Councils. 

1. General Councils may not be gathered together without the commandment and 
will of Princes. 

1. Let every soul be subject unto the higher 
powers. For there is no power but of God ; the 
powers that be are ordained of God. Rom. xiii. 1. 

2. And when they be gathered together, (forasmuch as they be an assembly of men, 
whereof all be not governed with the Spirit and Word of God,) they may err, and 
sometimes have erred, even in things pertaining unto God. Wherefore things or> 
daincd by them as necessary to salvation have neither strength nor authority, un- 
less it may be declared that they be taken out of Holy Scripture. 
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2. Now therefore hearken, O Israel, unto tlie 
statutes and unto the judgments, which I teach you* 
Ye shall not add unto the word which I command 
you, neither shall ye diminish ought from it. Dan» 
iv. 1, 2. Walk ye not in the statutes of your fa- 
thers, neither observe their judgments : I am the 
Lord your God ; walk in my statutes, and keep my 
judgments and do them. Ezek. xx. 18, 19. To 
the law and to the testimony : if they speak not 
according to this word, it is because there is no light 
in them. Isa» viii. 20. 

CCCXXIir. Article XXII. Of Purgatory. 

1. The blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin. 1 John i. 7. I heard a voice from 
heaven saying unto me. Write, Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from henceforth ; yea, saith 
the Spirit, that may rest from their labours ; and 
their works do follow them. Rev. xiv. 13. And 
Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee. To day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise. Luke xxiii. 43. 
Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might ; for there is no work, nor device, nor know- 
ledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, whither thou goest. 

None of them can by any means re- 
deem his brother, nor give to God a ransom for him.

thy transgressions for mine own sake and will not 
remember thy sins. Isa. xliii. 25. Behold the Lamb 
of God which taketh away the sin of the world. 
John i. 29. Ye are washed, ye are sanctified, ye 
are justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by 
the Spirit of our God. 1 Cor. vi. 11. By one of- 
fering he hath perfected for ever them that are sanc- 
tified. Heh. X. 14. And he said to me, These are 
they which came out of great tribulation, and have 
washed their robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day and night in his 
temple. Rev. vii. 14, 15. To the Lord our God 
belong mercies and forgivenesses, though we have 
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rebelled against him. Dan. ix. 9. If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 1 
John i. 9. Why doth this man thus speak blas- 
phemies ? who can forgive sins but God only ? 
Mark ii. 7. Thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me. Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any thing that 
is in heaven above, or that is in the earth be- 
neath, or that is in the water under the earth: thou 
shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve them : 
for I the Lord thy God am a jealous God. Exod. 
XX. 3, 4, 5. Cursed be the man that maketh any 
graven or molten image, an abomination unto the 
Lord, the work of the hands of the craftsman, and 
putteth it in a secret place. And all the people 
shall answer and say. Amen. Deut. xxvii. 15. I 
am the Lord : that is my name : and my glory will 
I not give to another, neither my praise to graven 
images. Isa. xlii. 8. He removed the high places, 
and brake the images, and cut down the groves, 
and brake in pieces the brazen serpent that Moses 
had made : for unto those days the children of Is- 
rael did burn incense to it ; and he called it Ne- 
hushtan. 2 Kings xviii. 4. And as Peter was com- 
ing in, Cornelius met him, and fell down at his feet, 
and worshipped him : but, Peter took him up, say- 
ing, Stand up ; 1 myself also am a man. Acts x. 
25, 26. Then the priest of Jupiter, which was be- 
fore their city, brought oxen and garlands unto the 
gates, and would have done sacrifice with the peo- 
ple. Which when the Apostles, Barnabas and Paul, 
heard of, they rent their clothes, and ran in among 
the people, crying out, and saying. Sirs, why do ye 
these things ? We also are men of like passions with 
you, and preach unto you that ye shoidd turn from 
these vanities unto the living God, whicli made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and all things that 
are therein. Acts xiv. 13, 14, 15. And I fell at his 
feet to worship him. And he said unto me, See 
thou do it not : I am thy fellowservant. Rev. xix. 
10. Then saith Jesus unto him. Get thee hence, 
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2. but

xliv. 20. 

2. I am in a strait betwixt two, having a desire 
to depart, and to be with Christ ; which is far bet- 
ter. Phil. i. 23. We are confident, I say, and wil- 
ling rather to be absent from the body, and to 
be present with the Lord. 2 Cor. v. 8. There is 
therefore now no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus.

There is one God, and one Me- 
diator between God and men, the man Christ Je- 
sus. 1 Tim. ii. 5. He is able also to save them 
to the uttermost that come unto God by him, see- 
ing he ever liveth to make intercession for them. 
Heh. vii. 25. O thou that hearest prayer, unto 
thee shall all flesh come. Psal. Ixv. 2. Little 
children, keep yourselves from idols. 1 John v. 
21 . 


CCCXXIV. Article XX III. Of Ministering in the 
Congregation, 

I have not sent these prophets, yet they ran : T 
have not spoken to them, yet they prophesied. Jer, 
xxiii. 21. And no man taketh this honour unto 
himself, but he that is called of God, as was Aaron. 
So also Christ glorified not himself to be made an 
High Priest ; but he that said unto him, Thou art 
my Son, To day have I begotten thee. Heh, v. 4, 
5. — See Lev. viii. They gathered themselves to- 
gether against Moses and against Aaron, and said 
unto them, Ye take too much upon you, seeing all 
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the congregation are holy, every one of them, and 
the Lord is among them. And there came out a 
fire from the Lord, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered incense. The censers of 
these sinners against their own souls, let them make 
them broad plates for a covering of the altar : for 
they offered them before the Lord, therefore they 
are hallowed ; and they shall be a sign unto the 
children of Israel. Num. xvi. 3. 35. 38. But 
when Uzziah was strong, his heart was lifted up 
to his destruction: for he transgressed against 
the Lord his God, and went into the temple 
of the Lord to burn incense upon the altar of 
incense. And Azariah the priest went in after 
him, and with him fourscore priests of the Lord, 
that were valiant men : and they withstood Uz- 
ziah the king, and said unto him. It appertaineth 
not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense unto the 
Lord, but to the priests the sons of Aaron, that 
are consecrated to burn incense : go out of the 
sanctuary ; for thou hast trespassed ; neither shall it 
be for thine honour from the Lord God. Then Uz- 
ziah was wroth, and had a censer in his hand to 
burn incense; and while he was wroth with the 
priests, the leprosy even rose up in his forehead 
before the priests in the house of the Lord, from be- 
side the incense altar. And Azariah the chief priest, 
and all the priests, looked upon him, and, behold, 
he was leprous in his forehead, and they thrust 
him out from thence ; yea, himself hasted also to 
go out, because the Lord had smitten him. 2 Chron, 
xxvi. 16 <0 23. And he ordained twelve, that they 
should be with him, and that he might send them 
forth to preach. Mark iii. 14. After these things 
the Lord appointed other seventy also, and sent 
them two and two before his face into every city 
and place, whither he himself would come- Luke 
X. 1. Then said Jesus to them again. Peace be 
unto you : as my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I you. John xx. 21. Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations ; teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you : and, lo, I am 
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with you alway, even unto the end of the world. 
Amen. Matt, xxviii. 19, 20. Wherefore of these 
men which have companied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out among us, be- 
ginning from the baptism of John, unto that same 
day that he was taken up from us, must one be or- 
dained to be a witness with us of his resurrection. 
Acts i. 21, 22. As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Separate me Bar- 
nabas and Saul for the work whereunto I have 
called them. And when they had fasted and pray- 
ed, and laid their hands on them, they sent them 
away. Acts xiii. 2, 3. Paul, an Apostle, not of 
men, neither by man, but by Jesus Christ, and God 
the Father, who raised him from the dead. Gal, i. 
1 . God hath given to us the ministry of reconcilia- 
tion ; now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as 
though God did beseech you by us : we pray you 
in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God. 2 Cor, 
V. 18. 20. And when they had preached the Gos- 
pel to that city, and had taught many, they return- 
ed again to Lystra, confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to continue in the faith. 
And when they had ordained them elders in every 
church, and had prayed with fasting, they commend- 
ed them to the Lord, on whom they believed. Acts 
xiv. 21, 22, 23. For this cause left 1 thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the things that are 
wanting, and ordain elders in every city, as I had 
appointed thee. Titus i. 5. Neglect not the gift 
that is in thee, which was given thee by prophecy, 
with the laying on of the hands of the presbytery. 
1 Tim, iv. 14. I put thee in remembrance that 
thou stir up the gift of God, which is in thee by 
the putting on of my hands. 2 Tim, i. 6. The things 
that thou hast heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful men, who shall 
be able to teach others also. 2 Tim, ii. 2. Take 
heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the Church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood. Acts xx. 28. The 
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harvest truly is plenteous, but the labourers are 
few ; Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will send forth labourers into his harvest. 
Matt, ix. 37, 38. 

CCCXXV. Article XXIV. Of Speaking in the 

Congregation, in such a tongue as the people un^ 

derslandeth. 

I would that ye all spake with tongues, but ra- 
ther that ye prophesied ; for greater is he that pro- 
phesieth than he that speaketh with tongues, except 
he interpret, that the Church may receive edifying. 
Likewise ye, except ye utter by the, tongue words 
easy to be understood, how shall it be known what 
is spoken? for ye shall speak into the air. If I know 
not the meaning of the voice I shall be unto him 
that speaketh a barbarian, and he that speaketh 
shall be a barbarian unto me. If I pray in an un- 
known tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my under- 
standing is unfruitfhl. What is it then ? I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with the understand- 
ing also. Else when thou shalt bless with the spirit 
how shall he that occupieth the room of the un- 
learned say Amen at thy giving of thanks, seeing 
he understandeth not what thou sayest ? In the 
church I had rather speak five words with my un- 
derstanding, that by my voice I might teach others 
also, than ten thousand words in an unknown tongue. 
If therefore the whole church be come together into 
one place, and all speak with tongues, and there 
come in those that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not say that ye are mad ? but if all pro- 
phesy, and there come in one that believeth not, or 
one unlearned, he is convinced of all, he is judged 
of all : and thus are the secrets of his heart made 
manifest ; and so falling down on his face he will 
worship God. Let all things be done unto edify- 
ing. If any man speak in an unknown tongue, 
let it be by two, or at the most by three, and that 
by course ; and let one interpret. But if there be 
no interpreter, let him keep silence in the church.

There are tvro Sacraments ordained of Christ our Lord in the Gospel, that 
is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord. — Those five commonly called Sacra- 
ments, that is to say, Confirmation, Penance. Orders, Matrimony, and extreme Unc- 
tion, are not to be counted for Sacraments of the Gospel, being such as have grown part- 
ly of the corrupt following of the Apostles, partly arc states of life allowed in tbe Scrip- 
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tures ; but yet have not like nature of Sacraments with Baptism, and the Lord’s Sup- 
per, for that they have not any visible sign or ceremony ordained of God. — The Sa- 
craments were not ordained of Christ to be gazed upon, or to bo carried about, but 
that we should duly use them. And in such only as worthily receive the same they 
have a wholesome effect or operation : but they that receive them unworthily pur- 
chase to themselves damnation, as St. Paul saith. 

2, 3, 4. Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Matt, xxviii. 19. 
He that belie veth and is baptized shall be saved ; 
but he that believeth not shall be damned. Mark

1,2. It is not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies be in all places one, and 
utterly like ; for at all times they have been divers, and may be changed according to 
the diversities of countries, times, and men’s manners, so that nothing be ordained 
against God’s Word, Whosoever through his private judgment, vrillingly and pur- 
posely, doth openly break the traditions and ceremonies of the Church, which be not 
repugnant to the Word of God, and be ordained and approved by common authority, 
ought to be rebuked openly, (that others may fear to do the like,) as he that offendeth 
against the common order of the Church, and hurteth the authority of the Magistrate, 
and woundeth the consciences of the we^ brethren. 

1, 2. Let all things be done decently and in or- 
der. 1 Cor. xiv. 40. Let every soul be subject 
unto the higher powers. For there is no power 
but of God : the powers that be are ordained of 
God. Wherefore ye must needs be subject, not 
only for wrath, but also for conscience' sake. Rom. 
xiii. 1. 5. Judge this, that no man put a stum- 
blingblock or an occasion to fall in his brother’s 
way. For the kingdom of God is not meat and 
drink ; but righteousness, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghost.

CCCXXXVII. Article XXX FL Of Consecration of Bishops 
and Ministers. 

The Book of Consecration of Archbishops and Bishops, and Ordering of Priests and 
Deacons, lately set forth in the time of Edward the Sixth, and confirmed at the same 
time by authority of Parliament, doth contain all things necessary to such Consecra- 
tion and Ordering ; neitlier hath it any thing, that of itself is superstitious and un- 
godly. And therefore whosoever are consecrated or ordered according to the Rites of 
that Book, since the second year of the forenamed King Edward unto this time, or 
hereafter shall be consecrated or ordered according to the same Rites ; we decree all 
such to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully consecrated and ordered. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Take 
Aaron and his sons with him, and gather thou all 
the congregation together unto the door of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation. This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded to be done. And Moses 
took the anointing oil, and he poured of the anoint- 
ing oil upon Aaron’s head, and anointed him, to 
sanctify him. And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon the altar, and 
sprinkled it upon Aaron, and upon his sons, and 
sanctified Aaron, and his sons. Lev, viii. 1, 2, 3. 
5. 10. 12. 30. Thou shalt bring the Levites be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congregation : and thou 
shalt gather the whole assembly of the children of 
Israel together : and thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the Lord : and the children of Israel shall 
put their hands upon the Levites : and Aaron shall 
offer the Levites before the Lord for an offering of 
the children of Israel, that they may execute the 
service of the Lord. Num, viii. 9, 10, 11. Then 
said Jesus, As my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I you. And when he had said this, he breathed 
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on them, and said unto them, Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost : Whose soever sins ye remit, they are re- 
mitted unto them ; and whose soever sins ye retain, 

, they are retained. John xx. 21, 22, 23. Paul, to 
all the saints in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, 
with the Bishops and Deacons. Phil. i. 1 . For this 
cause left I thee in Crete, that thou shouldest set 
in order the things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every city, as I had appointed thee. TiU 
i. 5. If a man desire the office of a Bishop, he 
desireth a good work. A Bishop must be blame- 
less. Likewise must the Deacons be grave, hold- 
ing the mystery of the faith in a pure conscience. 
Let these also first be proved ; then let them use 
the office of a Deacon, being found blameless. 1 Tim, 
iii. 1, 2. 8, 9, 10. Whom they set before the Apos- 
tles : and when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on them. Acts vi. 6. Take heed unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the church 
of God, which he hath purchased with his own blood. 
Ads XX. 28. Wherefore I put thee in remembrance 
that thou stir up the gift of God which is in thee, 
by the putting on of my hands. 2 Tim, i. 6. Neg- 
lect not the gift that is in thee, which was given 
thee by prophecy, with the laying on of the hands 
of the presbytery. 1 Tim, iv. 14. See the Offices 
for Ordering Deacons and Priests ; and that for the 
Consecration of Bishops : pages 603 — 668. 

CCCXXXVIII. Article XXXPII. Of the Civil 
Magistrates,

— Where we attribute to the Queen’s 
Majesty the chief government, by which Titles we understand the minds of some 
slanderous folks to be offended ; wc give not to our Princes the ministering either 
of God’s Word, or of the Sacraments, the which thing the injunctions also lately set 
forth by Elizabeth our Queen do most plainly testify ; but that only prerogative, which 
we see to have been given always to all godly Princes in holy Scriptures by God him- 
self ; that is, that they should rule all states and degrees committed to their charge by 
God, whether they be Ecclesiastical or Temporal, and restrain with the civil sword 
the stubborn and evil-doers.

Ye have heard that it hath been said by them of 
old time, Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt 
perform unto the Lord thine oaths : but I say unto 
you, Swear not at all ; neither by heaven ; for it is 
God’s throne : nor by the earth ; for it is his foot- 
stool : neither by Jerusalem ; for it is the city of 
the great King. Neither shalt thou swear by thy 
head, because thou canst not make one hair white or 
black. But let your communication be, Yea, yea ; 
Nay, nay ; for whatsoever is more than these cometh 
of evil. Matt* v. 33 to 37. But above all things, 
my brethren, swear not, neither by heaven, neither 
by the earth, neither by any other oath : but let 
your yea, be yea ; and your nay, nay ; lest ye fall 
into condemnation. James v. 12. Thou shalt not 
take the name of the Lord thy God in vain ; for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh his 
name in vain. Exod. xx. 7. I will come near to 
you to judgment ; and I will be a swift witness 
against false swearers. Mai, iii. 5. Ye shall not 
swear by my name falsely, neither shalt thou pro- 
fane the name of' thy God : I am the Lord. Lev, 
xix. 12. Thou shalt fear the Lord thy God, and 
serve him, and shalt swear by his name. Deut. vi. 
13. Swear now therefore unto me by the Lord, 
that thou wilt not cut off my seed after me, and 
that thou wilt not destroy my name out of my fa- 
ther’s house.
